The emphasis on the term applied, as in "applying an instance of an annotation" is broadly 
interpreted by the Examiner to indicate "augmenting or adding to an existing document an annotation either in the form of text, or other 
multimedia-related forms such as Images, icons, audio, video, etc. The Examiner's Interpretation of the term "applied" Is believed to be 
consistent with that of Gupta (see Abstract). The Applicant is further directed to the rejections made in the Final Office Action which are 
believed to have responded to the remainder of the Applicant's arguments.
